The cliche that colors every good rock 
star story is “sex, drugs and rock ’n’ roll.” 
For the Grateful Dead, the trailblazing 
rock band known for its improvisational 
style, revelatory live shows and dedicated 
fanbase, there was that and so much 
more. 

In his new memoir “Deal: My Three 
Decades of Drumming, Dreams and 
Drugs with the Grateful Dead,” longtime 
drummer BiU Kreutzmann details the 
band’s entire history warts and all. Co- 
written by Benjy Eisen, it’s a vivid and of- 
ten sad look at the influential outfit, from 
its early ascension to grappling with fame, 
substance abuse and, ultimately frontman 
Jerry Garcia’s tragic death in 1995 at a re- 
hab facility 

“Deal” also arrives on the heels of the 
Grateful Dead’s 50th anniversary This 
weekend at Soldier Field, the band will 
end its historic run with a three-day “Fare 
Thee Well” event. Thousands of “Dead- 
heads” will celebrate and say goodbye to 
the Grateful Dead, which includes, along 
with Kreutzmann, surviving members 
Bob Weir, Phil Lesh and Mickey Hart. 
The live lineup also will feature Phish’s 
Trey Anastasio as well as keyboardists 
Bruce Hornsby and Jeff Chimenti.

DECADES OF DEPENDENCY 


ByJeffMiers I THE BUFFALO NEWS 
Bill Kreutzmann, founding member of the 
Grateful Dead, penned the book “Deal: My 
Three Decades of Drumming, Dreams and 
Drugs with the Grateful Dead,” in which 
he fearlessly dishes the dirt on the detritus 
cast to the side of this long, strange human 
highway as it rolled from the distant and na- 
ive excesses of the initial Acid Tests toward a 
mainstream that would never quite embrace 
(or be embraced by) the band. 

If you aren’t really a fan, you can read 
“Deal” and simply chuckle at the juicy bits. 
But if you are a true fan— if you felt the 
loss of guitarist, unwilling bandleader and 
spiritual muse Jerry Garcia in a way that felt 
personal— then you’ll read “Deal” as a love 
story with a tragic ending. 

Kreutzmann never fully recovered from 
Garcia’s death in 1995, while the guitarist 
was in an addiction treatment and recovery 


center following de- 
cades battling drug 
dependency Neither 
did his bandmates. 

So profound was 
Garcia’s influence 
on his friends and 
fellow-travelers 
that his absence left 
a void that would 
never be filled. 

As routinely as the band is associated with 
vague and intellectually lazy notions of flower- 
power flakiness and drug-addled bonhomie, 
the Grateful Dead Kreutzmann reveals to us 
in “Deal” is composed of men who were large- 
ly incapable of expressing their love and re- 
spect for one another in healthy ways. There 
was a twisted gentleman’s code at work here, 
one that suggested interfering in someone 
else’s trip— or in many cases, even expressing 


concern or offering advice— was deemed the 
ultimate “harshing” of another man’s buzz, 
the most uncool of the many uncool things 
these guys could do to one another. 

So, Kreutzmann suggests, Garcia’s issues 
were largely deemed matters best dealt with 
by Garcia himself One senses the regret be- 
tween the lines, as Kreutzmann recalls stand- 
ing at Garcia’s coffin, mumbling, “I love you, 
Jerry,” and then retreating to his home, there 
to all but disappear into a cloud of depression 
and drug abuse that it would take him more 
than a decade to emerge from. 

No one in the Dead camp has ever fully 
come forward to proclaim, “I should have 
done something, there must’ve been some- 
thing I could’ve done,” but Kreutzmann 
comes the closest. His regret is palpable. 

It’s interesting that, amid all the tales of 
wild partying, torrid coupling and party- 
ing with John Belushi that fill the pages of 


“Deal,” Kreutzmann’s most poignant recol- 
lections involve scuba diving excursions in 
Hawaii with Garcia during the later period of 
the Dead’s existence. 

Garcia in particular felt the burden of that 
responsibility as the Dead morphed from 
band of acid-taking Merry Pranksters into a 
rolling carnival and finally against its wishes, 
a full-fledged business with a staff of employ- 
ees depending on the band for its lifeblood. 

These will be celebratory shows attended 
by hundreds of thousands, and viewed via 
pay-per-view by millions more. But make no 
mistake— that lingering sadness will also be 
in attendance.

U.S. women still do more 
housework than men 


Countless panels, 
conferences, studies, 
task forces and books 
(see Anne-Marie 
Slaughter’s forth- 
coming blockbuster) 
pop up every year to 
address a seemingly intractable problem: Why 
there are so few female CEOs, senators, law 
firm partners, venture capitalists and hedge 
fund moguls, not to mention female execu- 
tives lower down the chain. Once you attain 
the highest levels of powerful institutions in 
America, ample evidence shows, the scenery 
becomes overwhelmingly male. 

For all the resources dedicated to untan- 
gling why this is, though, the answer maybe 
relatively simple. 

Newly released data 
remind us that a large 
part of the answer lies 
at home. 

The Bureau of 
Labor Statistics’ an- 
nual Time Use Survey 
reveals that the 
percentage of men 
and women who are 
involved in household 
activities, defined as 
housework, cooking, cleaning up after cook- 
ing and generally taking care of the house- 
hold, has barely moved since 2003, when the 
bureau began tracking Americans’ day-to-day 
activities. Eleven years ago, 63 percent of men 
reported doing some household activity while 
84 percent of women did. 

In 2014, the numbers were almost the same, 
according to the BLS: 65 percent for men 
and 83 percent for women. Of those men and 
women who engaged in household duties at 
all, women spent about 2.57 hours on them 
each day in 2014, a decrease of 9 minutes 
over II years. Over the same period, men’s 
contributions have remained intransigent: In 
2003 they spent 2.1 hours a day on housework, 
while in 2014 it was 2.11 hours. (On a positive 
note, more men seem to be into cooking.) 


The lack of movement is stunning when 
one considers everything else that’s happened 
during the intervening period: Women now 
make up almost half of the US. labor force; 
there was, and is again, a viable female presi- 
dential candidate in Hillary Clinton; there 
are women leading the Federal Reserve and 
the International Monetary Fund. In four out 
of 10 households with children, women are 
the sole or primary breadwinner. Amazingly 
though, they still face two glass ceilings, one at 
work and another one at home. 

Until that changes, the number of women 
advancing to high-level positions isn’t likely to 
go anywhere. 

It’s the reason Sheryl Sandberg, the patron 
saint of professional women everywhere, 
launched a cam- 
paign called Lean In 
Together, intended to 
educate men about 
the importance of 
sharing household 
responsibilities so 
that women can reach 
their potential at 
work. 

In a new book 
called “I Know How 
She Does It,” about 
how successful women manage their time, 
Laura Vanderkam offers an explanation for 
how many women with high-powered jobs 
navigate around the double-glass-ceiling issue: 
They outsource the grunt work. 

‘At the top, women ordered what they 
could online, hired cleaning services and 
had household help to cook family meals,” 
Vanderkam wrote recently “They adopted 
relaxed attitudes toward chores or had the 
economic power within relationships to 
demand their partners’ help.” 

Of course, for women who can’t afford 
armies of nannies and housekeepers, not to 
mention the women who have to work in 
those jobs, the problem is as frustrating as ever.

Chicago’s minimum wage 
increase attracting workers

Unlike in previous summers, UniStaff is expe- 
riencing a spike in job applicants at its Little 
Village location, a trend the branch manager 
says is tied to the cit/s minimum wage increase 
to $io per hour beginning Wednesday 

“Workers are telling us that they moved to 
Chicago looking for jobs,” manager Alejandra 
Contreras said amid the incessant ringing of 
the office’s phone. 

Contreras pointed to a stack of applications 
that has more than tripled since May On aver- 
age, she said, her office fills about 120 jobs a 
week, a mix of full-time and temporary posi- 
tions. 

“{The minimum wage increase] has benefit- 
ed us,” Contreras said. 

The competition for jobs has intensified 
since local officials decided in December to in- 
crease the minimum wage to $13 in 2019. After 
Wednesday’s increase, it will rise by 50 cents 
in July 2016 and 2017 and by $i in July 2018 
and 2019. After 2019, 
yearly increases will 
be pegged to the local 
consumer price index. 

Michael King, 30, 
said he took a two- 
hour bus ride from the 
village of Riverdale, 
south of Chicago, to 
apply for a job at Uni- 
Staff “Chicago would 
be better for me,” said 
King, who is unem- 
ployed. 

Some business 
groups had predicted 
that raising the mini- 
mum wage would 
drive businesses from 
the city and force others to cut staffing to cover 
increased costs. 

Inquiries at a dozen small businesses 
throughout the city seemed to indicate they 
were staying the course. 

“It’s just the nature of things. As time goes 
by wages go up and we deal with it,” said Eric 
Hsueh, co-owner of apparel retailer Akira, 
which employs about 400 people in stores in 
Chicago and the suburbs. “It’s really not a big 
deal.” 

Hsueh said increases create “some short- 
term uncertainty” But it’s too early to know 
how future wage hikes will play out at his stores. 

Maybe he’ll have to freeze wages of high- 
er-paid employees. Or higher wages paid to

minimum wage employees at his and other 
businesses could translate into more discre- 
tionary income and potentially greater sales 
at Akira, he said. 

Other business owners say the cost of the 
hike is minimal because they have only a few 
entry-level employees. 

“Some workers have been with me for 
35 years, others for 40,” said Daniel Gutier- 
rez, owner of Nuevo Leon Restaurant on i8th 
Street in Pilsen. 

Gutierrez said he 
believes in merit rais- 
es, which have kept 
employee turnover 
low. Some of his cooks 
are paid twice the cur- 
rent minimum wage, 
he said. 

“%ur workers are 
always first,” Gutier- 
rez said. “They keep 
your doors open.” 

Julio Rodriguez, 
owner of Dulcelandia, 
a candy retailer with 
four stores in the 
city said having to 
increase wages will be 
passed on to customers as he increases candy 
prices 5 to 15 percent. Rodriguez said it’s not a 
move he wanted to make but he had no other 
option as he had already trimmed costs as 
much as he could. 

Grant DePorter, president of Harry Garay’s 
Restaurant Group, said increasing wages at 
the bottom is also significant because it puts 
pressure on small businesses to ratchet up 
wages of higher-paid workers. Those costs, he 
said, come as businesses are already dealing 
with so many taxes and fees. 

“Eventually there is a tipping point,” De- 
Porter said, adding that his restaurant chain 
employs about 450 people in the city all mak- 
ing $10 per hour or more.

Kane singing karaoke was going to be 
the biggest Blackhawks splash from 
Tuesday 

Although Blackhawks general man- 
ager Stan Bowman said less than two 
weeks ago he was hopeful the team 
would keep restricted free agent Bran- 
don Saad, the 22-year-old was shipped to 
Columbus on Tuesday 

The young star was the centerpiece 
of a deal involving seven players. Com- 
ing to the Hawks are forwards Artem 
Anisimov, Marko Dano, Jeremy Morin 
and Corey Tropp, while the Bluejackets 
receive Saad, forward Alex Broadhurst 
and defenseman Michael Paliotta. 

“He’s a great young player and a great 
young man,” Bowman said of Saad. “It 
was a joy to have him on our team.” 

The Blackhawks also get a fourth- 
round draft pick in 2016. 

Bowman refused to talk specifics on 
the negotiations but did say: “We cer- 
tainly tried our best. I don’t think we 
came close on a contract.” 

Bottom line, the Hawks have a lot of 
high salaries to juggle to stay under the 
NHL salary cap. And management decid- 
ed getting something in return was better 
than paying Saad and trying to fit under 
the cap via other roster changes. 

Saad recorded career-highs in goals 
(23), assists (29) and points (52) in play- 
ing all 82 regular-season games with the 
Hawks in 2014-15. The Pittsburgh na- 
tive added ii points, including a career- 
best eight goals, in 23 postseason games 
en route to his second Stanley Cup title 
(2013, 2015). 

Anisimov, 27, likely is the best player 
the Hawks receive from the Blue Jack- 
ets. He totaled 27 points in 52 games for 
Columbus last season and has competed 
for his native Russia in several interna- 
tional competitions, including the 2014 
Olympics.

Wedding planner Joyce Scardina Becker has 
a simple system for compiling wedding guest 
lists. Divide people into three categories: yes, 
maybe and no. 

“ ‘^s’ includes parents, grandparents, sib- 
lings, aunts, uncles, cousins, plus friends you 
see often,” said Becker, president of Events of 
Distinction in California. “ ‘Maybe’ means rela- 
tives you see occasionally new friends, neigh- 
bors and co-workers. ‘No’ includes distant rela- 
tives and old friends you rarely see.” 

%ur budget and venue will dictate whether 
you get beyond the yeses or maybes, she said. 

Becker’s rule of thumb is a good starting 
point, but emotions create complications. Fol- 
lowing are some do’s and don’ts. 

Do 

» Invite true friends, not people you feel obli- 
gated to invite. 

» Compile the guest list together. “This is a re- 
flection of you as a couple,” said Elaine Swann, 
an etiquette coach based in San Diego. 

» Discuss the list with both sets of parents 
if they’re paying for the wedding. “If you’re 
paying for your wedding, you have complete 
control of your list,” Swann said. 

» Start early to allow for changes. 

» Overinvite. Wedding venues suggest you 
invite lo percent more guests than you can 
accommodate to allow for no’s. The exception 
is the very small wedding, where an exact head 
count matters. 

» Allow single guests i8 or older to bring 
a date. 

» Say “adults only” on the invitation if you do 
not want children at your wedding. “Then 
don’t make exceptions,” Swann said. 

» If your partner has a large family accept his 


larger list. “Abu’re marrying a family not just 
one person,” Swann said. 

» Handle each guest list faxxx pas individually 
If you can, ask a close relative to handle the 
calls. “Even though ours was adults only a few 
people replied that they would bring their 
kids,” said Melinda (Mel) Parrish, an Alex- 
andria, Va., model who married in 2014. “My 
mom handled it.” 

» Be forthright with those you haven’t invited, 
notes theknot.com wedding website. If some- 
one you did not invite says, “I can’t wait to 
come to your wedding,” reply with, “We’d love 
to invite everyone, but, with our venue and 
budget, we cannot.” Then, change the subject. 

Don’t 

» Create A and B lists. “Thanks to social 
media, the B people will quickly learn they re- 
ceived their invitations much later than other 
people did,” Swann said. 

» Let your parents buUy you, warns theknot. 
com, particularly if you are paying for the 
wedding. 

» Equate your guest list with a gift solicitation 
list by including people you know won’t come. 
“That’s gauche,” Swann said. 

» Refuse to invite a parent’s new partner 
because you don’t like him or her. 

» Invite people to the wedding but not the re- 
ception. “Imagine being the guest in the park- 
ing lot who realizes everyone else is headed to 
the party but you’re not invited,” Swann said. 
» Send online invitations. 

» Share your list on social media. It may be 
seen by uninvited acquaintances, and it may 
hurt feelings. 

» Assume a guest is a “yes” or “no.” “Be 
prepared for them to come, no matter the 
circumstances,” Parrish said.

An endless revival 
featuring endless 
revivals, “Terminator” 
truly is the franchise 
that will not die. But, 
hey considering the 
countr/s much- 
discussed fixation 
on technology the 
suggestion that 
the Cloud secretly 
contains the system 
that will one day 
rise up and overtake 
mankind should be kinda scary 

It’s not. The robotic, PG-13-rated “Geni- 
sys,” which is much worse than 2009’s barely 
OK “Terminator Salvation,” has not one 
moment of suspense, nor an ounce of fresh- 
ness. It’s constantly defiantly revising its own 
expiration date, as the friendly Terminator 
(Arnold Schwarzenegger) self-consciously 
refers to himself as “old, not obsolete” and 


you stop keeping up with the “use the past 
to rewrite the future” stuff because the logic 
is always subject to change. Your brain likes 
time off, but not like this, which is just sci-fi 
for dummies. 

Proving they’re both not ready for the big 
leagues, Emilia Clarke (“Game of Thrones”) 
and Jai Courtney (“Insurgent”) blandly star, 
respectively as Sarah Connor and Kyle Reese, 
who journeys from 2029 to 1984 to protect 
Sarah and ensure that her son John (Jason 
Clarke) eventually still can be born and defeat 
the evil Skynet program and ... you know how 
this “Back to the Deadly Future” series goes. 
Anyone who’s about to lose jumps in a time 
machine to try to kill someone in the past 
and wipe out the future. People who travel 
naked have a significant chance of arriving 
in an alley Many liquid-metal villains, who 
looked pretty awesome 24 years ago, always 
get up after being shot and repairing them- 
selves. It doesn’t get tiresome at all. 

For better or worse, only one movie this 


summer will have a former governor fighting 
against his younger self in a sequence that’s 
an example of special effects showing off 
and nothing more. If only the movie had 
something to be proud of Directed by Alan 
Taylor (“Thor: The Dark World”), “Termi- 
nator Genisys” opens by aping “Starship 
Troopers” and later recalls better scenes in 
“True Lies.” The Golden Gate Bridge gets a 
whupping, since the Bay Area didn’t just have 
enough mayhem in “San Andreas. ’’The stiff. 


far-too-jokey script earns no laughs, despite 
really great stuff such as Schwarzenegger’s 
character, whom Sarah calls “Pops,” saying, “I 
read about this on GunsAndAmmo.com.” 

Jason Clarke’s pretty good, and at least 
Connor’s a stronger female action hero than 
Bryce Dallas Howard’s character in “Juras- 
sic World.” “Genisys” is mostly just boring. 
And every time someone said, “Genisys is 
Skynet,” I really wanted them to add, “Finkle 
is Einhorn.”

Take Down Your Flag* 
writer willing to be rude

After the killings of nine black church mem- 
bers by a white gunman in Charleston, S.C., 
folk singer-songwriter Peter Mulvey tried to 
make sense of the massacre by talking about 
the event with other musicians. 

Two days after the shooting at Emanuel 
African Methodist Episcopal Church, Mul- 
vey penned a simple, three-chord tribute, 
“Take Down Your Elag,” and performed it that 
night, opening for folk rocker Ani DiEranco in 
Northampton, Mass. The song’s second verse 
focused on Susie Jackson, the eldest victim. 

“I wasn’t trying to do anything different with 
this song than I do with any song,” Mulvey said, 
speaking by phone from his home in Milwau- 
kee. “I was just trying to figure something out 
and write a song, but this one got away from 
me real quick.” 

When Mulvey posted 
the video to YouTube 
and received a comment 
asking about the song’s 
eight missing verses (one 
for each life that was 
lost), he began asking 
other folk artists — some 
of whom had already 
expressed interest in 
recording covers— to 
write their own versions. 

“My phone rang and 
my pal Ralston {Bowles} 
asked if he could cover 
the tune and I just said, 

‘Only if you please write 
a verse for someone 
else,’ ” Mulvey said. 

Ten days after the 
song was written, “Take 
Down Ybur Elag” has inspired more than loo 
versions uploaded to YbuTube, including those 
by Bowles, DiEranco, Anais Mitchell and doz- 
ens of amateur artists. Each recording features 
a newly written verse, highlighting one of the 
nine victims, the AME Church or whatever 
that singer chooses. Avideo posted last week by 
Mulvey gives a workshop on how musicians can 
learn the song and add their own second verse. 

As more than a dozen of Mulve/s friends 
published their versions, including Pamela 
Means’ tribute to South Carolina state Sen. 
Clementa Pinckney folk singer Vance Gil- 
bert chose to write his second verse about the 
shooter, E)ylann Roof 


“E)ylann, his guns and his sad, sick disposi- 
tion all given permission to shoot everyone 
dead, by some stars and some bars that are all 
wrong and dated,” Gilbert sings in his video. 

Gilbert said he was home at i a.m. when Mul- 
vey reached out to him about contributing to 
the song. Gilbert stayed up thinking about what 
could have led Roof to commit the massacre. 

“I was in bed and I just couldn’t have slept,” 
he told the Times. “I needed to get it done. ... If 
you’re moved by something, you have to listen. 
You have to heed that call.” 

When Mulvey told Gilbert that he felt his 
verse had expressed forgiveness, Gilbert cor- 
rected him. 

“No, this is averse for a song,” he said. “Eor- 
giveness is a process, and I’m working on it.” 

As the song gathers more grassroots support 
in the folk community Mulvey said his hope is 
for it to be picked up by 
a commercial country 
singer because of the 
genre’s historic roots in 
Southern states. 

“I didn’t call this song, 
‘Take Down the Elag,’ ” 
Mulvey said. “I said, 
‘Take Down Your Elag,’ 
because it’s a very im- 
polite suggestion. I’m 
talking directly to the 
people who view that as 
a symbol of their heri- 
tage. ... I’m willing to be 
rude because right now, 
human beings are bury- 
ing their families and 
that flag is flying over it.” 

On Saturday when 
activist Bree Newsome 
climbed the flagpole in 
front of the South Carolina Statehouse and tem- 
porarily removed the Confederate flag, Mulvey 
took to the song again, this time dedicating the 
second verse to Newsome for her actions. 

‘AH of this is just a song,” Mulvey said. “The 
main thing is action.” 

Mulvey is also organizing a benefit concert 
on July 12 using Concert Windoty a service that 
streams musicians Hve to connect with their 
fans. Mulvey said he wants to give any musician 
the opportunity to join their concurrent stream- 
ing concerts by performing their versions of the 
song. AH the donations received wiH go to the 
AME Church and the Mother Emanuel Hope 
Eund to assist relatives of the victims.
